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A PROVISIONAL AGENDA OF 
UNFINISHED BUSINESS 


It is common knowledge that a study usually 
turns up more problems than it solves; the recent 
study of the future role of the NCSW was no excep- 
tion. There was general consensus, however, that the 
large generic forum in social welfare serves the 
important functions of communication and continu- 
ing education and that it appears to be here to stay. 
The status of the study and the next steps in the 
implementation of those recommendations which are 
directly related to the NCSW are described on 
page 5 of this Bulletin and progress reports will 
be made periodically. 

There are two major needs referred to in the 
study which come under the heading of unfinished 
business. They are: 


1. Continuing attention to the problems of con- 
ferencing in the social welfare field. 


2. Anational field service to strengthen state-wide 
community organization for health and welfare. 
It would be difficult to overemphasize the impor- 
tance of these problems to the National Conference 
and to the entire social welfare field. There are many 
persons, including the Executive Secretary, who 
believe that the future role of the NCSW cannot be 
charted until they are solved. 


The list of purposes of the National Conference 
in the Study Commission report contains this state- 
ment: 

“To provide a channel for a continuing exchange of in- 

formation about conference activity at the state, regional, 

national and international levels in the social welfare field 

. .. and consult with other organizations in promoting the 

most effective development and use of conference activity 

in social welfare.” 

It is generally recognized that there is growing 
restiveness among boards of directors, appropriating 
bodies and agency managements throughout the 


country about the greatly increased costs of confer- 
encing in relation to staff time as well as dollar 
expenditures. There is little doubt that the field of 
social welfare and the profession of social work have 
prospered and reached their present high levels to 
a large extent because of the emphasis on specializa- 
tion. However, the mushrooming effect this has had 
in the area of conferencing has resulted in a situa- 
tion which those in leadership roles in American 
social welfare cannot ignore. 


Consequently, the NCSW Executive Committee 
has instructed the President and Executive Secre- 
tary to consult informally with a small group of 
national organizations about ways and means by 
which the field might most effectively tackle this 
problem. Some of the questions which I believe 
must be faced are the following: 

1. What are the common educational needs of the workers 

and organizations in the social welfare field? 

2. How should the field of social welfare be defined as a 

basis for studying the problems of conferencing? 

3. How much conferencing can we afford? How many 

forums do we need? 


4. How can the functions of communication and continuing 
education be performed with a reduction in the amount 
of time required by career and volunteer workers? 


5. Is there unnecessary duplication and overlapping in state 
and national forum activities? If so, what form does it 
take? 

6. Should state, national and international forum programs 
be more closely related? If so, how can this be brought 
about? 

7. To what extent should specialized and technical subject 
matter be presented at so-called “generic” forums? 


8. What should be the role of the specialized national 
agencies in generic forum activities on the state and 
national levels? 


9. How can state and regional conferences of national agen- 

cies be related more closely to generic state conferences? 

10. Should the NCSW change its present pattern of holding 
an annual national forum? 

These questions, it will be quickly seen, are 
difficult ones to which there are obviously no simple 
answers. However, it is the conviction of the NCSW 
Executive Committee that a start must be made. 


One of the knottiest problems in this whole area 
relates to the role of the state conferences of social 
work, and it may be that by addressing ourselves 
to the second piece of “unfinished business” — the 
question of a national field service for state-wide 
community organization — we will find some guide- 
lines that will be helpful in dealing with the over-all 
problem of conferencing. 

The National Conference has a long history of 
close association with the state conferences, many of 
which are primarily forum bodies, modeled on the 
NCSW. In a substantial number of states, however, 
the forum function is conducted by state organiza- 
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tions with activities in the areas of planning, co- 
ordination, social action, and consultation to local 
communities on fund raising and other community 
organization problems. The question of strengthen- 
ing the state conferences, many of which operate 
entirely on a volunteer basis, through the provision 
of national field service has long been of concern to 
the Executive Committee of the National Confer- 
ence. It has been obvious that because of the multi- 
ple functions performed at the state level, such field 
service cannot be confined to the forum function. 


It was this realization that led the NCSW in 1956 
to join with the National Social Welfare Assembly 
and United Community Funds and Councils of 
America to draw up a project, in consultation with 
representatives of a variety of state organizations, 
which would provide field service to state groups on 
a wide range of functions. Because of lack of funds 
this proposal was never implemented, and the Study 
Commission has recommended that it be reactivated, 
or if it no longer seems the most appropriate way 
in which to approach the problems of state organiza- 
tions in health and welfare, that some new means be 
found to assist these groups. 

Before we can fully answer the ten questions I 
have listed above, we need to give some considera- 
tion to what should be the principles underlying 
the relationship at the state level of forums, legis- 
lative action, planning and state-wide fund raising. 
Closely identified with this is the question of the 
desirable base of state conference, for both program 
and participation. 

The purpose of this editorial is to point out two 
major areas which are of vital concern to the Na- 
tional Conference but which cannot be solved by 
the Conference alone. Needless to say, a “provisional 
agenda” is merely an administrative device and has 
no sanction until it has been reviewed, revised and 
adopted by the group which must act on it. Atten- 
tion to this agenda, I would suggest, is a matter of 
first priority for the leaders in the social welfare

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STRUCTURE, FUNCTION AND 
RELATIONSHIPS OF U.S. COMMITTEE 

At the June 9 meeting of the NCSW Executive 
Committee in Atlantic City a report was adopted 
outlining the new structure, function and relation- 
ships of the U.S. Committee. The provisions, which 
had been approved by the U.S. Committee prior to 
being presented to the Executive Committee, will 
go into operation in January 1961. 

It will be recalled that in October, 1959 the National Con- 
ference started providing secretariat services for the US. 
Committee, and in January, 1960 the U.S. Committee became 
a semi-autonomous unit within the NCSW. It was agreed at 
that time that a new plan of operation for the U.S. Committee 
would be developed to take effect in January, 1961, immedi- 
ately after the Rome Conference. 

The U.S. Committee is the national committee of the Inter- 
national Conference of Social Work in this country. Beginning 
in 1961 it will be an integral part of the NCSW and will have 
the following purposes: 

1. To serve as the international arm of the NCSW and, as 
such, to represent the NCSW in international relation- 
ships. 

2. To be responsible for the international aspects of the 
NCSW Annual Forum program. 

3. To be responsible for planning and carrying out U'S. 
participation in the International Conference of Social 

ork. 

The U.S. Committee is the channel through which members 
(individuals and agencies take part in the ICSW. These in- 
dividuals and agencies are called International Conference 
Associates. ICSW Associates may be, but are not required to 
be, members of NCSW;; conversely, NCSW members are urged 
to become Associate, but need not do so, since this is a volun- 
tary affiliation. However, all U.S. delegates to the biennial 
International Conferences must be ICSW Associates. 

The new U.S. Committee will be appointed by the NCSW 
President and will be composed as follows: 

4 officers (Chairman, Vice-Chairman, Secretary and Treas- 

urer)—nominated by U.S. Committee nominating committee 

5 members representing 5 national organizations having in- 

terests in the international field — nominated by U.S. Com- 

mittee nominating committee from suggestions made by the 

5 organizations 

12 members-at-large — nominated by U.S. Committee nom- 

inating committee 

3 members-at-large — appointed directly by MCSW Presi- 

dent without nomination 

1 officer of NCSW 

2 U.S. members of ICSW Permanent Committee (the gov- 

erning body of ICSW) 

Any officers of ICSW living in the US. 

Chairman of all active subcommittees of the U.S. Committee 

The Chairman of the U.S. Committee will serve as an ex 
officio member of the NCSW Executive Committee. 

Until and unless the procedure is changed the U.S. Com- 
mittee has responsibility for this country’s financial quota to 
the ICSW. All income from ICSW Associates and other 
sources, unless designated for specific purposes, will be ap- 
plied directly to the U.S. quota. 

The dues scale for ICSW Associates is set by the U.S. Com- 
mittee, following a mail poll of the Associates and is subject 
to approval by the NCSW Executive Committee. 

Beginning in 1961 the NCSW budget is to include an 
amount for U.S. Committee expenses, the amount and the 
items covered to be determined in joint consultation between 
the NCSW Executive Committee and the U.S. Committee, with 
the National Conference having final authority in such matters. 

It is the belief of the Executive Committee that this new 
close relationship with the U.S. Committee is in line with the 
statement adopted by the Executive Committee in 1958 that 
“the National Conference must be interested in the inter- 
national aspects of social welfare” and will serve to strengthen 
the over-all NCSW program. 

The plan as finally approved is based on the work of a sub- 
committee of the U.S. Committee, which was chaired by Mrs. 
Elma Phillipson Cole of New York City. 


U. S. COMMITTEE NEWS 


U.S. Participation in Rome Conference 


Dr. Nathan E. Cohen, Dean of the School of Applied Social 
Sciences at Western Reserve University, Cleveland, will de- 
liver a principal address at the 10th International Conference 
of Social Work to be held in Rome in January, 1961. His topic 
is “The Responsibilities of Social Work and Social Workers 
to Clients and Society.” 

Heading one of the six Commissions that will meet during 
the week and deal with specific issues related to the over-all 
Conference theme will be James Dumpson, Commissioner of 
Public Welfare for New York City, whose group will discuss 
“The New Task of Social Work.” Werner Boehm of the 
University of Minnesota School of Social Work will be Vice- 
Chairman of another Commission dealing with “The Role 
of Users and Potential Users of Social Services.” 

Among other U:S. participants in the Commissions, which 
are composed of two members from each country, are: Mrs. 
Victor Shaw, President of the National Conference on Social 
Welfare; Mrs. Katherine B. Oettinger, Chief of the Children’s 
Bureau; Ralph Blanchard, recently retired Executive Director 
of United Community Funds and Councils of America; Jane 
M. Hoey, former Chief of the Bureau of Public Assistance; 
John Kidneigh, Dean of the School of Social Work at the 
University of Minnesota, and President of the National As- 
sociation of Social Workers; and Mrs. Savilla M. Simons, 
General Director of National Travelers’ Aid Association. 

In addition to two members on each Commission, the U.S. 
Committee is assigning an observer-reporter to each one, who 
will be responsible for preparing a statement to be included 
in the over-all report on the Conference which the U.S. Com- 
mittee will be issuing. Two U.S. resource persons and an 
observer-reporter are also being named to the sixteen Study 
Groups. 

300 Americans have already registered for the Conference, 
but since applications are still coming in, it is anticipated 
that the U.S. delegation will be considerably larger. Jane 
Wrieden of The Salvation Army will be the delegation 
secretary. 

Other aspects of U.S. participation are progressing well. 
An order form for the national report appears at the bottom 
of this page. One copy will be sent free to each delegate to 
the Rome Conference; others should use this form. ICSW 
Associates have responded generously to an appeal for funds 
with which to finance an Italian translation of the report. 
This is now being prepared, and free copies in Italian will be 
available for all Italian delegates at the Conference.

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IMPLEMENTATION OF STUDY COMMISSION REPORT 


One of the basic recommendations of the Study 
Commission, whose report was submitted to the Ex- 
ecutive Committee in December, 1959, was that the 
program of the Annual Forum should be altered in 
order to provide for more intensive treatment of a 
limited number of problems and issues felt to be of 
major concern to the social welfare field. As a step 
toward partially implementing this at the 1961 An- 
nual Forum, the Executive Committee has asked the 
Program Committee to select one topic for intensive 
treatment, with the understanding that the sessions 
on this subject will take place at the same time that 
regular Section and Committee meetings are being 
held. This will replace the plan which has been fol- 
lowed at the last three Annual Forums of having all 
the meetings on Wednesday deal with a single topic. 

The members-at-large of the Program Committee 
were asked to take on this assignment, and they have 
selected the subject “Toward the Elimination of 
Poverty” for the experiment. It is expected that the 
General Session on Monday morning will deal with 
the topic and will provide the framework for the 
later group meetings, which will be held on Monday 
afternoon and Wednesday morning. On Wednesday 
afternoon there will be a closing session bringing 
out the areas of knowledge developed in the preced- 
ing meetings, the problems identified, the lines of 
solution, and a general assessment of the critical 
concerns in this area. 


These special sessions will be open to everyone 
at the Annual Forum, but there will be a group of 
approximately 100 persons invited to attend them, 
in order to ensure a continuity in the participants. 


Another important Study Commission recommen- 
dation was directed toward securing more active 
participation of the national organizations in the 
Annual Forum program-planning process, Four na- 
tional agencies (the American Public Welfare As- 
sociation, the Council on Social Work Education, the 
National Association of Social Workers, and the 
National Social Welfare Assembly) have, at the in- 
vitation of the Conference President, named mem- 
bers to the Program Committee this year. 


With a view toward fuller implementation of the 
recommendations on Annual Forum program plan- 
ning, the Executive Committee will start discussion 
this November of the problems and issues to be 
emphasized at the 1962 Annual Forum, following 
which the President-nominee, Fedele Fauri, will 
make his selection of topics and start appointing the 
members of the Program Committee who will be 
responsible for that part of the program. 

Work is progressing on the needed constitutional 
revisions and the raising of $25,000 for the full im- 
plementation of the Study Commission recommen- 
dations. Both of these matters will be considered by 
the Executive Committee at its November meeting. 


A Preliminary Survey of 87th Forum 

The program of the last Annual Forum in Atlantic 
City covered a wide range of social welfare services 
and problems, methods and settings. Considerable 
attention was given to the contributions and knowl- 
edge from allied and related fields. Two hundred and 
fifty six meetings were listed in the printed program. 
An additional one hundred and sixteen scheduled 
pre-forum meetings and social functions held during 
the five day forum are not included in these listings. 
Of the 256 meetings, 74 were sponsored by NCSW, 
159 by Associate Groups and 23 were Combined 
Associate Group meetings. Most of the meetings 
(142) were attended by 50 to 249 persons, 11 meet- 
ings attracted 1000 or more. Forty two meetings had 
attendance of 250-999 and 57 of less than 50. 

Types of presentation varied from manuscript only 
(112 meetings), speaker and discussant (77), movies 
and dramatics (23) to panels and audience participa- 
tion (50). 

A breakdown of the subject matter included dis- 
closed some of the following categories: Age Groups, 
Auspices, Geographical, Methods, Provision and 
Management, Settings, Problems, Children, Govern- 
ment, Voluntary, National, International, City and 
urban, Neighborhood, Research, Casework, Com- 
munity organization, Group work, Personnel, Vol- 
unteers, Staff development, Financing, Institutions 
and Hospitals, Corrections, Mental Health and Men- 
tal Illness, Family, Profession and related fields, 
Health and Medical, Psychiatric, Philosophy, Minor- 
ity Groups. _-
